Search For Ways To Detect Hereditary Diseases In Children 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP)— A 


team of 20 medical scientists has 
received a $1.4 million federal 
grant for a five-year search for 
new ways to detect hereditary 
diseases in children before usual 
symptoms appear. 


The 
research 
team 
is 


organized under Dr. H. Hugh 
Fudenberg, 
professor 
of 


medicine at the University of 
California Medical Center, and 


Dr. 
Henry 
R. 
Shinefield, 


director of pediatrics at Kaiser 
Foundation Hospital. 


Fudenberg said in an in- 


terview 
Friday 
that 
the 


research will explore 17 fields 
through the grant from the 
National Institute of Child 
Health and Human Develop- 
ment. 


Many of these hereditary 


disorders are due, particularly 


in the newborn, to an inability to 
ward off infection, he said. For 
reasons still not fully un- 
derstood, such babies appear 
unable to produce the normal 
amount or kind of antibodies 
which enable the healthy to 
battle infection. 


The grant provides for the 


institute to furnish certain 
vaccines developed in military 


medicine 
but 
unavailable 


commercially. 


One is for treating meningitis 


and another combats the germ 
which causes pneumonia in 
adults but in children causes an 
inner 
ear 
infection, 
said 


Fudenberg. 


One of the 
fields 
to be 


developed under the grant is a 
system of family studies to 
detect 
tendencies 
toward 


inherited defects, 
Fudenberg 


said. 


Another is a technique of 


analyzing and detecting defects 
before 
birth. 
Fudenberg 


estimates a quarter of a million 
children are born yearly in the 
United States with such defects. 


Fudenberg's group has found 


a way to treat a particularly 
vicious type of immunity system 


defect 
called the Wiskott- 


Aldrich syndrome. Victims have 
little cellular immunity to 
almost any kind of infection, and 
the diesase is fatal 
before 


puberty. 


He said hsi method injects 


young patients with an extract 
of lymphocytes — a form of 
white 
blood cell — from 


carefully selected donors with 
normal resistance. Therapy 


with this "transfer factor" is 
regarded as promising for other 
heriditary diseases, he said. His 
team is supplying refined 
batches of the factor to several 
other hospitals in this country, 
Canada, Sweden and Swit- 
zerland. 


Just how this transfer factor 


actually works is another field 
for the projected research. 


Backing it up will be clinical 
studies of the factor's 
per- 


formance in therapy. 


Other studies include the 


immunization mechanism itself, 
the genetics and biology of fetal 
development, and immological 
studies of infant tumors, cystic 
fibrosis and a whole range of 
bacterial and viral infections in 
the very young.

Park Disorder Costly

WASHINGTON — Demon- 


strations and other hippie-type 
activities in the national parks 
will cost American taxpayers an 
additional $5.6 million this year, 
according to a report by the 
House Interior Subcommittee on 
Appropriations. 


The committee recommended 


$5.6 million over the $50 5 
million which the National Park 
Service had last year, mostly to 
cope with disorderly behavior in 
the parks. 


The increase has been ap- 


proved by the House and is now 
before a Senate committee. The 
committee noted that national 
parks in Washington, D.C. are 
vastly more costly to taxpayers 
than others throughout the 
country. 


The National Park Service 


manages 28.5 million acres at a 
cost of $5.48 an acre annually, 
the subcommittee reported. The 
exception is the District of 
Columbia, 
which 
requires 


$1,041.44 an acre, the committee 


stressed. 


The National Park Service is 


an agency of the Interior 
Department which uses tax- 
payers funds to sponsor some 
activities 
to 
which some 


lawmakers have objected. 


The interior Department has 


announced one such program to 
be staged in one of the national 
parks here next week. It is 
described in a department news 
release as a "Soul Special," 
featuring 
"Kool 
and 
The 


Gang."

Weak Pastures Need 
Management Boost 


By KEN ELLIS 


Tehama County Livestock 


Farm Advisor 


If your irrigated pastures or 


irrigated sudangrass are falling 
down on the job they probably 
need a "management boost". 


First of all consider your 


irrigation schedule. Pastures 
MUST have enought water to 
produce forage. If at all possible 
irrigate every seven days, 
especially through very hot 
weather. We realize that many 
of you can't get water that often 
so irrigate as near the seven day 
interval as possible and talk to 
your irrigation district. 


If you have your own wells and 


pumps you should be able to 
irrigate close to the weekly 
interval—if you can't you 
probably haven't enough pump 
or enough water for the acres 
you have. For best production 
most pastures on most soils need 
at least 2 inches of water per 
week during hot, dry weather. 


Pastures 
and 
irrigated 


sudangrass need some form of 
nitrogen fertilizer every tliree to 
four 
weeks during 
heavy 


production months. (Again the 
pastures must 'have enough 
water to use the fertilizer too.) 
The heavier you use your 
pastures and irrigated sudan the 
more water and nutrients they 
need and the response would be 
noticeable. 


It doesn't pay, however, to 


grow more than your livestock 
will eat. If your pasture is 
growing away from the stock 
examine your stocking rate— 
you may be able to carry more 
animals per acre. 


Our recommendation 
for 


grazing sudangrass to produce 


the most forage growth is that it 
be grazed quickly and heavily 
and then be allowed to regrow to 
18-24 inches before grazing 
again. Do not let livestock graze 
the young tender shoots of plants 
that have been stressed by 
drought, frost or heavy grazing. 


With irrigated pastures, the 


most productive stage is 8 to 12 
inches maximum (taller than 
this the livestock begin to 
selectively graze). Notice those 
pastures where the grass has 
grown up, headed out and 
matured. You don't see the stock 
eating off of the tops of the 
plants, they're grazing on the 
more tender and nutritious parts 
close to the soil. 


Clipping the mature growth 


keeps the plant growing at its 
most 
productive 
stage, 


minimizes clumping and in- 
creases the available forage for 
livestock. Plants in the most 
productive stage will also make 
the best use of your water and 
fertilizer. 


A trick that can be used is to 


clip the pasture with a hay 
windrower or sickle bar mower. 
This leaves tall clippings to be 
sundried and then stock can 
clean it 
UD along with the 


younger more nutritious forage. 


One good side benefit from 


clipping—you can help control 
tall growing annual weeds if 
you'll clip them before they 
make 
seed. 
They 
can't 


reproduce if they can't make 
seed. 


With 
irrigated 
sudan, 


remember the caution words— 
18 to 24 inches in height before 
grazing. Strip or rotational 
grazing will help get the most 
from irrigated sudangrass.

HOLLYWOOD (AP)- After 


nine years in "The Beverly 
Hillbillies," Buddy Ebsen is 
returning to television in the fall 
in roles totally alien to that of 
t h e 
g o o d - n a t u r e d 


multimillionaire. 


On an episode of "Hawaii 


Five-0" he plays a crafty 
mathematics professor who 
devises a scheme to sell stolen 
travelers' checks. 


On "Gunsmoke" he tracks 


down wanted men with a dog, 
then dispenses his own justice 
with a bullet. 


For the TV movie "The 


President's Plane is Missing," 
he is cast as a vice president 
awakened with the awesome 
news that he may become the 
chief executive. 


Ebsen, his hair almost white 


and his beard like steel wool, is 
not too unhappy over the can- 
cellation of 
"The Beverly 


Hillbillies" by CBS. The show 
made him a millionaire and 
provided him with a ranch in 
Malibu Canyon and an ocean- 
front home in Newport Beach 
where he moors his 
35-foot 


catamaran Polynesian Concept. 


During his years in the series 


he accepted few outside guest 
roles. "All people are lazy," he 
said. "As long as you have a 
comfortable job and you can 


play with boats and things, why 
change? Then your series is 
canceled and you have to get out 
and find out how good you are." 


Ebsen said, "You.look for 


parts. You get ahead by what 
you can afford to turn down. I've 
turned down big money for bad 
parts and taken small money for 
good parts." 


Ebsen's career goes back to 


1928, 
when he danced in 


"Whoopee" with Eddie Cantor 
After years as a dancer he 
turned to dramatic acting, but 
few people remember him as a 
villain. "There was a time when 
I played nothing else," he said. 


"Even after I was in 'Davy 


Crockett' I played some. Not 
dirty dog villains, but gray 
villains. I can lead people to 
believe there are lots of evil 
thoughts going on in my head." 


Ebsen, wearing a string tie 


with a clasp of his "7'e'! brand 
for the seven Ebsens in his 
family, said "It's fun to play the 
bad guy. People are more in- 
terested in evil than good. You 
have the undivided attention of 
the audience." 


In the meantime, Ebsen is 


playing in the comedy "Take 
Her, She's Mine" with his wife 
Nancy and his 21-year-old 
daughter Bonnie at the Sherry 
County Playhouse at Traverse 
City, Mich
